certainty. Mr. Lovell and Judge Em- 
i 
ery will probably meet the councils 
again in a fortnight, when each party 
to the possible contract may bo expect 
ed to present plainly-defined terms. 
After the retirement of the company's 
representatives, the councils remained 
m session for a time, for further study 
of the matter.

ROOMS SECURED. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 15.—Within two 


weeks republican national headquar- 
ters will be openol in this city, rooms 
having been secured on the northeas 
corner of Vermont aveauo and 
street.

He 
said that the gas lighting company em- 
ploys a man especially to go the rounds 
every night up to twelve or one o'clock 
and attend to those lights that he finds 
dark. 


Mr. Lovell asked if the contract re- 


quired of tho company any reduction 
in price for lights discovered out. Tho 
city clerk explained that when a light 
was faulty for nay length of time, the 
company had made a reduction from 
tho contract price. This did not apply 
to » light that is out on one night only. 


In response to farther questions, 


Jndge Emery was informed that the 
present contract is for five yeare, expir- 
ing Ift«t February. 


Judge Emorj a»kod if tho oily pro 


posed doing lighting by gas to any ex- 
tent. Mayor Mclotir« said he didn't 
think so and Aid. Vaughan added that 
he thought all the posts for gas lamps 
have been taken down. 


Judge Emery then asked if any of the 


Welsbaoh lights have been tried in this 
city. 


"Eight or ton, I think,", replied May- 


or Mclntire, "and I believe they were 
satipfdetory, in part." 


Judge Emery said that it would be of 


advantage to both sides to use some 
gas in the street illumination. 
His 


company would like to develop gas, as 
well as to supply electricity. 


Mayor Molntiro said that he did not 


think gas would give such general satis- 
faction in any spot in Portsmouth, as 
electricity. 


Here W. E. Prirae, who was present 


to represent the Portsmouth Gas, Elec- 
tric Light and Pjwer company, inter- 
jected the explanation that no gas was 
used in the experiments with the Wels- 
bich lights here. Mayor Molntire re- 
joined that he thought the Welsbaoh 
company claimed its light, fed from gas 
olene, bad even better effects than gas- 
"The results to the public are quite the 
same, 1 think," «aid he. 


Aid. Blttisdell said he understood 


that the Port»mouth company had re- 
fused to allow the Welebach people to 
tap its mains for gas. Mr. Peirco said 
tbtit wus so. 


"Those Welabach lights are really 


very good," said Mr. Lovell. "If I had 
control, I would put them on some 
side streets and in some shaded places. 
There are quite a number of them in 
Newton, Mass., where I live, and that 
city is lighted as well as any part of 
Boston." 


"Mr. Lovell is anxious, as any man 


would be," said Judge Emery, "for a 
good long contract. 
Of course you 


want an advantageous prioe. 
Yen 


o ight to inquire and see what you can 
get lighted for. 
We will coeet you 


again, when wo can have Mr. Royce 
here. I suggofat that you consider a ten 
year contract. I say plainly to you that 
you can get much lower figures for ten 
years than for five. You should con- 
sider whether or not you wish to do 
anything with gas. Inform yourselves 
on these matters and see what you want 
to do. Then we can do something defi- 
nite." 


Mr. Lovell stated that he probably 


could not meet the councils by next 
Thursday uight, but thought he would 
bo able to do so on the Thursday fol- 
lowing. "In the meantime," he said, 
"we would like for you to weigh the 
merits of five and ten year contracts 
and make up your minds what you are 
willing to give us. 
Then we shall be 


prepared to tell you what we, on our 
part, can do." 


Judge Emery said that he and Mr. 


Lovell would be glad to answer any 
questions, as the members of the conn 
cils bad generously favored them iu 
that way. 


Mayor Mctntire said ho thought it 


would be fairest to the city and to the

for Mr. Lovell's company

Judge Emery and Mr. Lovell then 


said good night, after expressing the 
hope that they might meet the council* 
again within a fortnight, if not sooner.

GDAEDS FOE PEEING 


ftnclntr of Tnltu Fort* Atnonff the 


Meumircii Accepted, Though 'With 
Reluctance— President Approve* of 
Coniser-Hay Anxwer to French Note. 


AVash'ragton, Nov. 15.— In order to has- 


ten the settlement of the negotiations in 
progress iu Peking this government has 
.\ielded to the desires of the majority of 
the powers on seteral important points. 


Minister Conger has cabled at frequent 


intervals recently relative to the proposi- 
tions submitted to him by his colleagues. 
He has been acquainted with the views 


f this government thereon, but at the 
*ame time has been told that much is left 
:o his discretion and that the president 
M especially anxious for a speedy settle- 
ment. In view of the authority thus giv- 
vn him Mr. Conger has pledged the Unit- 
ed States to raze the Taku forts, to main- 
tain permanent legation guards and also 
guards of. communication between Peking 
:.nd the sea. 


This action is understood to be approv- 


ed by the president, although somewhat 
in conflict with the reply of the United 
States in its*- memorandum of Oct. 10 to 
the French propositions. 


Denlre to Prevent Delay. 


Secretary Hay then stated regarding 


the razing of the Taku forts that the 
(•resident reserved his opinion pending iv- 


< cipt of further information. It is thought 
that the administration even now does 
not favor razing the forts, but agrees to 
it only to prevent further delay. The 
same ruasou has probably caused its ad- 
hesion to the plan of keeping permanent 
guards in China, although this would 
seem to pledge tin- government to perma- 
nent occupation. 


In answering the French propositions 


Secretary Hay said "the government of 
the United States is unable to make any 
permanent engagement of this character 
without the authorization of the legisla- 
tive branch," and concerning the military 
occupation of two or three points on the 
road to Peking he remarked that "the 
president is unable to commit the United 
States to a permanent participation in 
such occupation." 


Tin- authorities are especially hopeful 


tbnt the ministers will not present a list 
of high officials so large that the Chinese 
government, whirh they control, will de- 
cline to punihh any. The pn-Mdent is 
anxious that only such demands, iiu-lud- 
iiiR punishment-* and indemnity, Nhnl! !»• 
made that can In- complied with by tin- 
imperial government; otherwise tin-re will 
be a renewal of outbreaks on n much lar- 
ger and probably more organized scale, 
The Chinese people are already very in- 
dignant 
over tin- military expeditions 


which Count von Wahlersee is sending 
into the interior, mid their ;:i>v<Tmm-iu 
lias protest «>d against such action, but 
without avail.

Alarming Condition Found I»y Cm.

Washington, Nov. I5.~~The director ot 


the census gives out the following state- 
ment with reference to work in Alaska: 


"Mr. Samuel 0. Dnulium, who bad 


charge of the work iu the northern dit.- 
trict, returut'd to Washington ii fi»w dny«_ 
ago and submitted his final report. He 
left Washington on this work May 4. 


"The native and mixed population of 


the northern district of Alaska is 12,632. 
The most populous district with respect 
to the native population is the country 
lying between the mouth ot the Yukon 
and the Kuskoquin rivers and extending 
back from the coast 100 rnilen. 
Mr. 


Maurice Johnson, the ajjout for this dis- 
trict, traveled over 2,000 miles with a dog 
team during the winter and enumerated 
3,013 persons, all of whom were Indians. 
The Indians in this region are probably 
the most destitute people iu the North 
American continent. 
Sir. .Johnson re- 


ports that from Dec. 1 to March 15 he 
visited 74 Indian villages and during that 
time saw but three iires burning in the 
shacks or dugouts. The poor creatures 
huddle together in their miserable dwell- 
ings during the long winter and subsist 
on frozen fish and a little ft'0.! "il -which 
they secure on the coast dr.i'ug the sum- 
mer. 
The fur bearing ;"\i:>;als which for- 


merly furnished them with natural cloth- 
ing aie noarlj extinct,and they have been 
forced to adopt the unite man's garb, an 1 
as their poverty prevents them from se- 
curing enough to cover their nakednos 
there is great suffering from the cold. 
The spiritual condition of the,s>e neglected 
natives is no belter than (he physical, ns 
the missionaries devote their attention to 
the more attractive fields in the gold re- 
gions and along the rivers, wheie their 
good work may be seen. 


"The Nome district is the most popu- 


lous in northern Alaska. 
The enumera- 


tion showed a permanent white popula- 
tion on June 1 of 2,7(H. During the sum- 
mer about 18,1'dO people lauded at Nome, 
about -.500 of these coming from Daw- 
son.

Ko Other Exercise Calls Into 


Many of the Musclei, 


There is no. other exorcise that calls in- 


to action so many muscles as sparring. 
Tho act of ducking to avoid a blow is per- 
formed by neck, arm, chest, abdominal, 
back, thigh, leg and foot muscles. It is 
asserted by gymnasium directors and in 
works on anatomy and training that the 
biceps and the other muscles on the front 
of tho arm take no part in the delivery of 
a blow in sparring. If this were true, 
'there could be no such thing as an "up- 
per cuti" blow, nor would the fighter who 
gets his opponent's head "in chancery" 
bo able to do any damage to that oppo- 
nent's face. Tho mechanism of tho "upper j you feel as if 
cut" is as follows, being generally^ deliv- ' 
eral with the right arm: Tho limb'being 
Hexed (bent at the elbow), with tho hips 
and knees slightly bent,' the hips and 
knees uro rapidly straightened, -while the 
body is carried forward by the contraction 
of tho muscles on the front of the thigh 
and knee joint. At the saino timo the flexed 
arm is carried forward and upward. 
If 


the opponent has been able to recom< par- 
tially and move the trunk and head back, 
he may be so far away that the arm is al- 
most straight when tho blow is struck, in 
which case tho triceps, the front fibers of 
the deltoid and the upper fibers of tho pec- 
toralis major furnish the motive'power, 
tho triceps straightening the arm and 
other muscles carrying tho upper arm and 
shoulder forward. 


But thu opponent may be so close that 


the blow is delivered while the arm is still 
bent at the elbow—sometimes almost at a 
right angle. 
In this case the triceps take 


but little part in the blow, which is deliv- 
ered through the combined action of tho 
front fibers of tbo deltoid, tho upper fibers 
of tho pectoralis major, the biceps, tho 
biv.chialis unticus, the coraco brachialis 
and tho supinator lougus. Tho biceps is 
the great llcs«r (or bender) of the fore- 
arm, and is assisted by tho brachialis 
unti"iis, n broad, 
flat 
muscle lying 


under the biceps and on both sides of it. 
After having flexed tho forearm, these 
muscles, continuing to act, carry tho limb 
upward. The tupmator longus acts first 
to turn the hand over after it has been 
turned backward; continuing to act, it 
Ilexes the forearm. The trapeziu? muscles 
on tho upper part, of tho back and running 
up to the skull not only help to draw tho 
arm back, but pull the head back to get it 
out of tho way of an advancing blow. 
When a spurrcr throws his guard up to 
protect tho faco or neck, the arm move- 
ment is performed by various muscles be- 
Ivsecn the wrist joint and tho middle of tho 
back and by 1 lie upper chest muscles, while 
at tho same time muscles of tho trunk, 
thighs and h gi maintain tho stability of 
tho lu,dy, which take part in tho move- 
ment.—Chicago Chronicle.

SOUTH AFRICAN BABOONS. 


They Are Merciless Freebooters and the 


Terror of the Farmers. 


While poison is most effectively used on 


South African farms against .burrowing• 
creatures of the jackal kind, baboons are 
best dealt with in open warfare with the 
riflo, and large baboon hunting parties are 
often formed among neighboring farmers. 
A short description of one of those baboon 
bunts may bo of interest to readers in the 
mother country, and will give them an 
idea, of some of the outdoor experiences of 
their colonial cousins in farming, .districts, 
between Cape Town and tho Vaal river. 
Tho special character of baboon bunting is 
derived from tho fact that baboons are 
generally found in large troops, number- 
ing up to SO or 100 or more. Ju sqmp of 
tho karroo farms of the Sneenwberg and 
Compassberg ranges in tho midland dis- 
tricts of the colony, for instance, tho rooky 
krantzes and kopjes covered with bush and 
bowlder are often infested by such troops. 
So long as they are left tmdisturbcd in 
their strongholds, so long must tho farmer 
be content to FCC tho talo of his losses in 
stock grow bigger everyday. Single hand- 
ed not much can be done, for' baboons aro 
difficult to approach and if surprised at 
close quarters they havoj> good idea, of do- 
fending themselves with largo stones. It 
is one of tho farmer's most tantalizing ex- 
periences to stand at tho door of his home- 
stead, gun in hand, and see tho baboons 
just out of range on tho rocky sky lino a 
few hundred yards away—now springing 
on all fours liko a large dog, now squat- 
ting on their haunches like a Bushman— 
and to know that the cunning beasts arc 
just watching till his back is turned that 
they limy seize their opportunity to swoop 
down and raid his flocks. Their predatory 
methods, too, uro revoltingly cruel, and 
"baboon handled" stock can always bo 
recognized at a glance. They will attack 
cattle, tearing tho udders away with their 
long, powerful hands, and sheep and goats 
aro often found by tho herdsman with 
their hindquarters stripped of ' v j flesh 
right to tho bone, and left to die in slow 
torture. 


Moreover, tho baboon is no respecter of 


persons, and tho costly imported "lone 
wool" or the priceless Angora may full a 
victim no less than the common Oupo 
"hamel" or "capater," which would only 
fetch u half sovereign or so at the market 
in Cradook or Graaft-Reluct. 


Theho facts aro mentioned to show that 


tho farmer has little umseto love baboons, 
and that it is to the interest of those who 
suffer from tho raids of these merciless 
freebooters to combine in force, so us to 
kill off as many of the common enemy at 
each coup-de main as possible.—Chambers'

Some of the Curious Growths Noted by 


Trfev rtlox !i. 


Early travelers in China and Tartary 


spcuk of a "plant of flesh and blood, with 
tho shape and appcuranro of a lamb, hav- 
ing feet, tail and head distinctly formed 
and it.s skin covered with soft down," saya 
un exchange,. Tho lamb is said to grow 
upon a stalk 3 feet in height and to turn 
about and bend to thu herbage that serves 
for its food, and when tho gi'ass fails it 
dries up and withers away. There is some 
foundation for this queer story in tho exist- 
ence of a singularly shaped plant recently 
discovered, which has a sort of woolly cov- 
ering, and in order to heighten tho general 
effect tho iiativcs trim the plant and ad- 
just the long, light, silky hairs that cover 
it in such a stylo as to give it the appear- 
ance of a woolclad animal. It is natural 
to suppose that this plant would wither 
when the grass begins to fail; for even if 
it did not subsist upon the grass, as re- 
ported, the same drought that served to 
kill tho grass would naturally destroy tho 
plant 


Tho value of the plant world, not only 


in furnishing tho pulpy material of which 
paper is manufactured, but al^o in sup- 
plying tho paper itsolf outright, may not 
bo fully appreciated by those who havo not 
investigated thu subject. It is well known 
that tho Egyptian papyrus In early days 
was the main source from which anything 
.like our modern paper was derived. This 
was a reed that grew by tho brooks, with 
a stem 0 to It) feet in height and about nn 
inch in diameter.

It may not be so generally known 
that there now grows in Asia a tree tho 
bark of which is made into sheets about n 
yard square, and these nro used for all tho 
ordinary purposes of paper, being very 
.tough und durable.

Chinese rice paper is not tho product of 
any pnrt of tho rice plant but is tho pith of 
a tree which, by the aid cf n lathe and a 
filwrp instrument, is out into very thin 
and delicate rolls.—Atlanta Constitution.

Pompey's pillar in Cosmopolis are novet 
He believes that -the pillar was originally 
un obelisk and had been pared down and 
ilntod; and go converted into a column. 
As grounds for this hypothesis, Professor 
Mahaffy cites Pliny, who at the end of 
tho first century A. D. describe* »;.great 
obelisk in Alexandria which had been set 
up by the second Ptolemy. • To Pliny we 
grunt truthfulness and observation, so hod 
there been a column when he was in Alex- 
andria he would certainly have taken note 
of it. As there was then an obelisk, ac- 
cording to Pliny, what has become of 1W 


Where the cleverness of Professor Ma- 


haffy's argument is evident seems to us to 
bo of the material kind, and in arcbceo- 
logical research that is all important... The 
granite of the column is the same as that 
of which obelisks are made. Then, again, 
tho monument as"it now stands shows evi- 
dences of having been rehandled 'by no 
very skillful workmen. The shaft is not 
(tuo, the rounding being "very imperfect- 
ly and unevenly done.-" The capital is of 
a different colored granite, and, as archi- 
tects have often declared, too large, or ont 
of proportion to the shaft. 


One curious matter, which -has not es- 


caped the observation of Professor Ma- 
hnffy, is "the presence of a large flaw-run- 
nlng -some 25 feet up the pillar on the 
southwest face." 
It looks, then, as if 


this fault in the stone came out when the 
obelisk was worked down into a pillar, 
for, had the split been visible in the rough 
block, sny at the quarry, it is probable 
that tho stone would have been rejected. 


Then the conclusion seems to be that 


tho obelisk Pliny saw and described is 
that pillar which we coll today Pompey's 
pillar, though it had nothing to do with 
Pompey. 
Ihe idea of associating the 


pillar with Pompey originated, or took 
fcrm, about the middle of tho seventeenth 
century, w hen Henry Blount printed that 
tho monument marked the place "where 
the ashes of tho great Pompey were laid." 


Obelisks have been taken from Egypt 


and transplanted. We have a fair one in 
New Yurk. All obelisks have, however, 
been traced, but tho one Pliny describes 
has not yet boon found, and for a good 
rciiBon. Tho Greco-Romans carried out a 
kind of prcstopass business and turned the 
obelisk into a pillar, and it looks as if 
Professor Mabaffy hud at last got to the 
bottom of a mysterious disappearance and 
magical reappummce.—New York Times.

WHEN GRANT VISITED JAPAN. 


Sloat Important Pageant of His Tour Was 


In the Flowery Kingdom. 


"There wns no pageant in General 


Grant's journey round the world more im- 
posing than the reception given by tho 
mikado at Japan's capital," writes John 
Russell Young in The Ladles' Home Jour- 
nal. 
"The United States htcamer Rich- 


mond, bearing General Grant and his 
party, steamed into Yokohama, tho har- 
bor of Tokyo, escorted by the Asbuolot and 
a Japanese man-of-war on July 8, 1879. 
There was assembled a licet of warships of 
other powers. 
At noon tho admiral's 


barge, Hying General Grant's flag ns cx- 
prc-sidgnfe nnd conveying tho general and 
wife. Prince Duti, Minister Bingham and 
Minister Yoshida, slowly pushed for the 
shore, and on the instant every naval ves- 
sel manned yards and flred tho American 
national salute. The day was as beautiful 
as days of which wo dream—u blue, cloud- 
less sky, a soothing, lapping sea. Tho sud- 
den tranpformulion from this sleepy, lazy,- 
silont hinnmer day into tho turbulence and 
cliingirof war; tho roar of cannon, the 
music—every bund playing nn American 
air—tho manned yards, tho olliccrs on 
dock in full dress and saluting tho bargo 
ns it passed, tho cheers of the multitude 
tiirwigiuv;; iho hiiore, tbo fantastic day llro- 
vvorks, thu cannon smoke banking into 
clonus, the bargo mov ing with Flow, steady 
stroke, all formed u brilliant and extraor- 
dinary scene.

As tho general stepped on shore 
tbo Japanese guna thundered their greet- 
ing, the bands played 'Tho Star Spangled 
Banner,' and Mr. Iwnkura, the venerablo 
prime minister, advanced, and taking tho 
general's hand in tho nanioof the emperor 
welcomed him to Japan. Beaching Tokyo 
ntter an hour in the train, the city au- 
thorities mot us with an address, and the 
mikado's s,ratc carriage, through a contin- 
uous, double lino of infantry standing at 
'present,' conveyed the general to tho im- 
perial palace of Enriokwan."
